He wag decorated with the 
Order of the British Empire in 1921 
and later was awarded the Military 
Cross.

We saw ample evidence of the 
terrible effectiveness of Hitler's 
scorched earth policy along the 
line of the German retreat from 
Moscow—a swath at um 
of still smoulder- 
ing villages oblit- 
erated by fire to 
deprive the Rus- 
sians of shelter 3 
or stores. Only } 
in places where 
the Red ar-1y's 
attack had been 
sudden and swift A. T. Steele 
—ds at Mozhaisk—were most of the 
buildings still standing. 

Finally, we saw and heart enough 
to convince us that the main ob- 
jective of the present phase of the 
Russian counter-offensive is the 
capture of Smolensk and that while 
the Nazis are preparing strong de- 
fenses at intermediate points such 
as Ghzatsk and Vyazma they mani- 
festly are trying to make Smolensk 
an impregnable barrier. 

At the burnt-out town of Uva- 
rova, 15 miles west of Mozhaisk, we 
could plainly hear cannonnading 
six miles farther on. A battle of 
some proportions was developing 
near Ghzatsk. Ghzatsk is almost 
100 miles from Moscow on the main 
Moscow-Smolensk highway. 


ABANDONED EQUIPMENT 

Travelling through the war zone 
we saw isolated pieces of abandoned 
German equipment including per- 
haps a dozen tanks, scores of trucks 
and automobiles, and other odds 
and ends of equipment. But there 
were nothing like the great masses 
of material such as we had seen a 
few weeks before in the wake of 
the precipitate German withdrawal 
from Klin, north of Moscow. 

The German retreat apparently is 
taking on a more organized aspect. 
Moreover, the fact that the Ger- 
mans are using less mechanized 
equipment at the front than before 
also reduces the haul of booty. 

There were fewer bodies, too, 
along the roadside through 
numerous German graveyards, 
marked with a little row of birch 

crosses each surmounted by a

Prime Minister 
Churchill disclosed on Thursday 
that fresh troops and war supplies 
had already arrived in Malaya. with 
others en route, and London and 
San Francisco reports said that a 
large allied convoy “carrying troops, 
planes and war supplies to Singa- 
pore” had escaped attack by 60 
Japanese planes when a violent 
rainstorm broke over the ships. 

Time of the incident was not 
given. 

Simultaneously, sea-borne Jap- 
anese troops Janded on Amboina 
island, site of a big Indies naval 
base. A furious battle was report- 
ed in progress. 

Amboina lies midway between 
Celebes island and New Guinea, 
only 635 miles north of Port Dar- 
win, Australia, and 775 miles south 
of Mindanao island in the Philip- 
pines. 

Australian reconnaissance 
Planes sighted the Japanese in- 
vasion convoy heading toward 
Amboina yesterday, 

“This morning at 6:20 a.m. enemy 
ships and aircraft were shelling 
and bombing the island and the 
battle was raging everywhere,” the 
Indies communique said.

LACOMBE, Jan. 31—Following 
& preliminary hearing held in 
police court here Friday before 
Magistrate Macdonald Millard of 
Red Deer, Duncan C. Wilson, La- 
combe farmer, was committed to 
stand trial on a charge of man- 
slaughter in connection with the 
deaths of three boys in a high- 
ad traffic accident on October 


Wilson was allegedly the driver 
of a car which struck and killed 
Walter Ostercamp, Walter Derr and 
George Henner on the highway 
about one mile north of Lacombe 
as the young men were walking 
into town. 

Cpl. J. L. Muir, R-C.M-P. traffic 
expert, in answering questions from 
J. R. McClure, who appeared for 
the accused, stated that a truck 
driven in the opposite direction to 
the Wilson car by Gus Boellke of 
Wetaskiwin could not have caused 
a dangerous glare. Lights on the 
truck proved to be weak when test- 
ed, Cpl. Muir claimed. 


CLAIMED HE WAS BLINDED 

(Accused had claimed he had 
been blinded by the glare of the 
lights of an approaching vehicle.) 

Cpl. Muir gave further evidence 

to show that brakes on the Wilson 
car were not efficient when the 
car was given a “standing test.” 
Brakes on the car would act only 
on a second pressure on the foot 
pedal, 

Walter Schram denied that the 
brakes on the death car were 
weak and said that they proved 
efficient when the car was being 
towed into Lacombe following

Querers, as the occupied area is . ow 
united, that it would bring home to 


the supporters of Vichy’s policy 
what Nazi domination actually 
means. 


The second major threat is the 
trea‘ment thet will be accorded 
some million and a half French 
prissners who are still in the 
hands of the Nazis and who rep- 
resent virtually every family in 
France, Whether they would have 
been more poorly treated had all 
of the county ben occupied is an 
open question. Health experts 
beleve tubercnlosis exis's already 
among almost 15 per cent of these 
unfortunates. 

The Germans for their part have 
cultivated assiduously the impres- 
sion that they are perfectly capable 
of starving the whole lot should 
the French become too intractable 
Hitler himself has made it clear 
that in those few cases where re- 
latives of “volunteers” fighting on 
the Evsterm front heve ben released 
from prison camps the “volunteers” 
will be considered as hostages for 
the good behavior of their families. 


NAZIS’ CHIEF BAIT 

The prisoner threat is the more 
real of the two, They can be mis- 
treated. They might be released, 
and the Nazis have held out this 
possibility regularly as bait for 
Vichy’s co-operation, although it ‘s 
almost jmpossible for the Germans 
to turn loose any large numbers 
because of their desperate need for 
labor.

OPPOSED BY MODERATES 

The moderates of the French cab- 
inet have opposed each move o!

They have the tacit support and 
assistance of most of the body of 
civil servants and permanent de. 
nartment heads. Many of the decis- 
ions of Darlan and his wing find 
their way into reality only after 
exasperating delays and in vitiated 
form. 

Nazi gains or reverses are the

I visited the “temporary” French 
capital in October, during the pe- 
tiod of the Nazis’ most impressive 
gains in Russia aid their most ex- 
travagant victory communiques.

of the share Leahy has played in 
stiffening ‘the, attitude of the 
French. Nazi spokesmen in Berlin 
were confidently predicting ‘an 
early break in December, It has not 
occurred, and the situation today, 
if anything, is less tense. 


ILLUSTRATES CHANGE 

Frenchmen everywhere were 
numbed and stunned by their de- 
feat, but a year and a half later 
they are recovering. The accounts 
of sabotage, of attacks on German 
officers are too numerous and 
well-known to be repeated here. 
but the experience of a French 
businessman whose affairs took him 
from the unoccupied zone to Paris 
illustrates the change that has oc- 
curred. He has to meet an ac- 
quaintance in Paris whose views 
had ben inclined towards the Ger- 
mans.

High-Powered 
Cars Will Get 
More Gasoline 


OTTAWA, Jan. 31.—(CP)—Oll 
Comtroller G. R, Cottrelle out- 
lined today the methods he has 
evolved so that “high-powered” 
passenger automobiles requiring 
more gasoline than other automo- 
biles will not be at a disadvant- 
age under the gasoline rationing 
scheme which goes into effect in 
Canada April 1. 

Roughly speaking, Mr. Cottrelle 
said, passenger automobiles in the 
first category of the rationing 
scheme are divided into three 
classes: Class 1, less than 90 brake 
horsepower; class 2, between 90 
and 120 horsepower; and class 3, 
more than 120 brake horsepower. 

Cars in class 1 of the category 
will receive the basic 60 units (300 
gallons) a year allowed under the 
plan, or enough to go 5,400 miles 
at 18 miles a gallon. 


Cars in class 2 will get 68 units, 
the equivalent of 340 gallons, or 
enough to go 5400 miles at 16 
miles to the gallon, and class 3 
cars will get 75 units—380 gallons, 
or enough at 14 miles to the gallon 
to travel 5,320 miles.

A Solid Fron 


There was no likelihood that parlia- 
ment would declare loss of confidence 
in Prime Minister Churchill. If any 
such hope was entertained at Berlin, 
which is very probable, it was put out 
like a candle when the vote came, De- 
spite mistakes—and there have been 
such—and handicaps which have not 
all been overcome, the nation stands in 
solid array behind the “almost miracu- 
lous leadership” that saved it when 
Britain, with the Dominions and a few 
all but helpless allies, stood against the 
most terrific military power ever built. 

The circumstances emphasize the 
meaning of the vote. The war in the 
South Pacific has gone thus far against 
Britain and British interests and pres- 
tige, admittedly in large degree because 
adequate defences had not been _ pro- 
vided for vital bases there. In Libya, 
Rommel is on the offensive and making 
headway, mainly because of weight of 
numbers and equipment. These were 
unfavorable conditions in which to put 
parliament’s confidence in the Govern- 
ment to the test. 

The response shows that these de- 
feats and disasters have not driven 
Britain into panic, but—like the winter 
of bombardments and blackouts—have 
been blows which hardened and sharp- 
ened the nation’s resolution to stand 
steady until the moment comes to 
strike back. 


Food For Thought 


Generalissimo Hitler must be giving 
some anxious thought these days to the 
approach of one of Russia’s pincer col- 
umns toward the border of Latvia. On 
Monday this force was closing in on 
Velikie Luki, only 80 miles from the 
frontier. 

At that point the Russians are as 
far past Rzhev °s Rzhev is from Mos- 
cow, and Rzh :, or waa, the northern 
anchor of the Nazi “winter line” on the 
Moscow front. Rzhev is 130 miles 
northwest of Moscow. 

But the capture of this anchor point 
is the least menacing feature of the 
Russian drive from Hitler’s point of 
view. To the north are the Nazi divi- 
sions grouped in the Leningrad area: 
still farther north the Nazi-Finnish 
forces in Karelia. Should the Russians 
be able to carry their thrust into Lat- 
via, these Nazi and Finnish armies 
would be cut off from escape or rein- 
forcement. 

Cut off from help, and exposed to 
attack on three fronts, these Nazi 
and Finnish forces would be in prospect 
of what the Russians call “annihila- 
tion’. There were reported to be 250,- 
000 German troops in the Leningrad 
area a few weeks ago. The loss of 
these, and of his Finnish allies, would 
be a major blow to the Fuehrer, while 
the loss of territory would put his 
northern front completely out of exist- 
ence, free Leningrad from menace, and 
Russia's Murmansk munitions-route 
from danger of interruption. 


A Double Anniversary 


Tomorrow, February 1st, marks the 
thirtieth anniversary of the amalgama- 
tion of the cities of Edmonton and 
Strathcona. It marks also the fiftieth 
anniversary of the incorporation of Ed- 
monton as a town. Strathcona was in- 
corporated as a town a few years 
after, and both became cities not many 
years later. Neither community was 
ever an incorporated village. 

Tomorrow thus recalls both the es- 
tablishment of municipal government 
here; and also the achievement of cor- 
porate unity between the two urban 
municipalities—whose separate identi- 
ties had been the outcome of diverse in- 
terests and a very lively sense of rival- 
ry. There was not much love lost be- 
tween the two neighbor towns, and 
something less than gushing affection 
characterized their relations as cities. 

Circumstances rather than _ senti- 
ment or strategy brought about the 
amalgamation. The creation of the 
province and the location of the capi- 
tal, the founding of the university, the 
building of the high-level bridge, the 
Starting of the street railway system, 
the construction of radiating railway 


lines, were all factors in so changing | 


the situation that union became recog- 
nized as the logical and advantageous 
course. 

It may not be remarkable, but is of 
some Significance, that there has never 
been a danger of the union being 
broken, The communities have grown 
together in interests and in spirit, too 
firmly for any such danger to arise in 
future. This is one of many grounds 
for satisfaction with which the citizens 
will recall tomorrow the event of thirty 
years ago,

just ehort of 300 million bushels, 
against 540 millions in 1940.

slump was in Saskatchewan, which pro- 
duced 130 million bushels, while Al- 
berta, with 88 millions, yielded less 
than half the amount of the former 
year. 

These figures, given out by the Bur- 
eau of Statistics, will have to be the 
basis of official wheat policy, or 
changes in policy, for 1942. Canada is 
in the difficult position of needing plen- 
ty of wheat—but not an unlimited sup- 
ply. Storage facilities, the probable de- 
mand during the year abroad, and the 
war outlook, are all factors which will 
have to be taken into the calculation 
as to how much wheat the farmers 
should be encouraged to grow next 
summer. And these are all to be con- 
sidered in the light of last year’s rela- 
tively short crop. 

A carry-over around 500 million 
bushels from year to year is regarded 
a8 desirable, Not for financial reasons 
altogether, but as a war measure. While 
there is known to be this great surplus 
of wheat available in Canada, with cor- 
responding amounts in other exporting 
countries, the subjugated nations in 
Europe are all under pressure to get 
rid of Hitler as the sure way to get 
themsleves back on full rations. The 
hungrier they are, the stronger the in- 
ducement to commit sabotage, revolt, 
or do anything else possible to bring 
about the end of their slavery. For 
them the “new order” means hunger, 
and a gnawing stomach is a powerful 
incentive to action. 

Aside from keeping the wheat- 
grower on a decent standard of living, 
it is sound war policy to employ means 
which will make sure that this great 
store of wheat will be kept before the 
eyes of Europe's under-fed populations. 
Whatever financial inducements or 
safeguards have to be given the grow- 
ers to ensure this may fairly be counted 
as a war cost. If we can thereby short- 
en the war by a few months, or even 
yee the saving would offset the out- 
ay.

Changes in Method of 
Modern War 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 


As this is written, the Japanese have 
approached a point within 14 miles of Jo- 
hore Strait, the mile-wide strip of water 
which separates Singapore Island from 
the mainland, In Centra] Malaya, they are 
18 miles from the tip of the peninsula, 

All this is neither dismaying nor con- 
clusive of defeat. It simply means that 
the fortress of Singapore 
will have to stand a siege 
—something that every- 
one knew from the be- 
ginning. 

We do not need to 
worry about the approach 
of the Japanese to Singa- 
pore. We do need to 
worry about what they 
will be able to do when 
they get there. 

The approaches to 
Singapore were never an gageoig L. weir 
integral part of Singa- 
pore’s defence. Singapore was built to 
withstand siege. 

It was built, not for the purpose to 
which it has been put in the past few 
weeks, but for the purpose to which it will 
be put in the next few days. 

n short, Singapore has not yet begun 
to, function. 

It has always been known that some 
day Singapore would have to face a siege. 
Our question now is how well will Singa- 
pore face jt? 2 

Recent events, to put it another way, 
have not been genuine tests of Singapore 
at all, The test will start only when the 
Japanese begin their actual assault on the 
fortress. 

These tests are due to begin now. 


No Surprise 


This news comes as no surprise, Japan's 
relentless advance through Malaya has 
permitted little hope that the drive could 
be stopped short of Singapore Island. 

Even Australian reinforcements, fight- 
ing with unprecedented gallantry and 
ferocity, did little more than slow the Jap 
advance, In recent days, our forces have 
been compelled to abandon positions 
which will be of great value to Japan. 


These positions—55 to 60 miles from 
Singapore—formed a strong British de- 
fence line, extending along an east-west 
ae cutting across the width of the penin- 
sula, 

We have now lost this lateral line of 
communications, Japan has gained it. 

Control of this road will help Japan 
mass forces on all sectors for the advance 
on Singapore, Japanese troops can land 
from ships on the broad beaches of Mer- 
sing on the east coast and march over this 
road to reinforce the central or west coast 
zones, 

Japan has thus eased the strain on her 
long land supply line—extending down 
the length of Malaya. 

Siege Begins 

Now it is up to Singapore itself. The 
fortress, to all intents and purposes, is un- 
der siege. What are its chances? What 
are its defences? How is it prepared to 
meet this challenge at its back door? 

Singapore is probably strong enough to 
withstand a rather prolonged siege. Cer- 
tainly it has much better permanent for- 
tifications and is much easier to supply 
than General MacArthur's gallant troops 
who continue to torment the Japs in the 
rugged mountains of Bataan Peninsula. 

But Singapore is by no means impreg- 
nable under current circumstances, 

It was built as a naval base to shelter 
a fleet and to withstand enemy assault 
from the sea. Its defenses against naval 
attack are far stronger than those against 
land assault from the rear, 

The big 18-inch guns, which outrange 
any battleship afloat, are bunched to fight 
a fleet. They guard Singapore's front 
door, dominating the channels which lead 
to the naval base, which lies at the rear, 

Japan’s attack is coming ‘from the rear. 
If the Japanese sweep to the foot of the 
Malay Peninsula, only the mile-wide Strait 
of Johore will separate them from the big 
naval base on the opposite shore, 

Now all this does not mean that Singa- 
pore is defenceless from the rear.’ This 
section of the island is heavily fortified 
and even the big 18-inch guns can be 
swivelled around to fire clean across the 
island. 

The point is that Singapore is meeting 
conditions it was not built to meet. Its 
defenses have to be adapted to unexpect- 


Daylight Saving Notions 


New System, Says Writer, Does *’ 


No Violence to Rules of 
Chronology 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: In The Bulletin of 
January 28 there appeared an article by 
Mr. Harold L. Weir, entitled “Daylight 
Saving Humbug” which is a splendid ex- 
ample of the old saying that “a little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing.” The gist 
of Mr, Weir's argument is contained in one 
sentence, He says: 

“Daylight Saving is a violation of a 
chronological legend that is probably as 
old as Adam.” Mr. Weir defines this 
legend as follows: 

“Ever since historical times there has 
been a common agreement among all peo- 
ple that when the sun is due south of a 
given point, it is high noon.” 

Mr. Weir is simply playing with words. 
“High Noon” is, by definition, the moment 
when the sun is due south, and has no 
necessary relationship to the clock. When 
the sun is due south and therefore at its 
greatest height above the horizon, it is 
high noon, regardless of whether we are 
observing Standard, Daylight Saving or 
any other system of timekeeping. 

As to the common agreement of which 
Mr. Weir speaks, is it possible that he is 
not aware of the fact that systems of time 
keeping have changed repeatedly in his- 
toric times? The only feature which has 
remained uniform js the division of the 
day into twenty-four parts. Even this has 
been tampered with. At one time the 
civilized world divided the day from sun- 
rise to sunset into twelve equal parts, the 
actual] length of the hour changing from 
day to day, being longest at midsummer 
and shortest in midwinter. Clocks are 
still in existence which show these vary- 
ing hours, 

It was only during the era of sundials 
that High Noon was regarded as synony- 
mous with twelve o'clock; a most incon- 
venient system, since it meant that every 
town and village observed its own local 
time, which differed from every other 
point on the globe, except those places 
which happened to lie exactly on the same 
meridian of Jatitude. 

Mr. Weir may be surprised to learn 
that in Edmonton the sun is never due 
south at 12 o’clock and that at some per- 
jods of the year High Noon is as late as 
ten minutes to one. The same discrepancy 
exists over one-half of the civilized world, 
and jin the other half exact correspondence 
between high noon and noon by the clock 
takes place on only two days in the year. 

This condition was brought about by a 
complete change in our whole system of 
time-keeping which was put into effect so 
recently that it lies within the memory of 
men stil] living. 

Yet, when this radical change which 
we know as “time zoning” was effected, 
the heavens did not fall, and today, after 
the space of a couple of generations, we 
have become so accustomed to this time 
zoning that it is possible for writers like 
Mr. Weir to fall into the common error of 
assuming that because he can remember 
no other system, it is “a chronological 
legend probably as old as Adam.” 

Mr. Weir's argument that we shall be 
“fooling ourselves” by changing the clock

is, as I have already pointed out, without 
any basis in logic, It is simply a matter of 
changing our chronological reference 
point, Does the surveyor “fool himself” 
when he moves his transit from one bench 
mark to another; or’ the carpenter when 
he changes the points from which he starts 
his measurements for a building? 

To retain the setting of our clocks and 
leave it to each indivdual to set his daily 
life back one hour, would be like asking 
England to adopt the decimal system of 
coinage, while retaining pounds, shillings 
and pence; leaving it to each individual to 
transform them into dollars and cents by 
mental arithmetic every time he made a 
purchase! 

May I also express my surprise and re- 
gret that the Bulletin should lend its edi- 
torial influence to perpetrating the absurd 
error that “Western Canada does not need 
daylight saving.” Your editorial on the 
same page as Mr. Weir's article makes this 
Statement, in spite of the fact that it has 
been disproved by actual figures repeated- 
ly in the past twenty years, 

Your editorial writer must have ac- 
quired the excellent habit of going to bed 
by 9 o'clock if he is not to benefit by day- 
light saving time, since even in midsum- 
mer the sun n€ver sets later than this time. 

Even allowing for our much vaunted 
summer twilight (which is actually no 
longer than summer twilight in England) 
we must use artificial light long before 
bedtime, 

The actual facts are that even in Ed- 
monton, December and January are the 
only months in which no benefit is to be 
found in daylight saving time. It is great- 
ly to be hoped that there will be no tam- 
pering with the clocks by a return to our 
present system for a brief period each 
winter, and that there will be no such 
change after the termination of the war. 

It may well be possible that some 
columnist a generation hence may write 
of “our traditional system of timekeeping, 
formerly known as Daylight Saving time, 
which has come down to us almost from 
the time of Adam.”

ed threats, In this way its defense will 
not be 100 per cent effective, 

Singapore's greatest, weakness is not in 
artillery, but in air support. There are 
three or four known airdromes on the 
island and perhaps other secret bases. 

But even if all these fields were full of 
planes, Japan would still have air super- 
dority because, with Malay at her back, 
she has an ample supply of airfields at her 
disposal. 

All this indicates that Singapore will 
battle against heavy odds, as Mr. Chur- 
chill has admitted.

Criticism 


Criticism about the “indefensible” con- 
dition of Singapore more or less invalid- 
ates itself because of two circumstances: 

1, Because Singapore is being called 
upon to perform functions for which it 
was never intended. 

It was always meant to be a base for 
Offensive operations and punitive expe- 
ditions, Its usefulnéss depended upon Brit- 
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ish mastery of the sea, When Britain lost 
that mastery, Singapore had to accommo- 
date itself to a hastily defined new role. 

2. Because Singapore was fortified ac- 
cording to a conception of war that has 
suddenly become obsolescent during the 
past two years. 

Singapore is a heroic monument to an 
age that is past and gone—the age of 
battleships, 

Battleships are no longer useful except 
to sink each other and to carry fighting 
planes, They cannot satisfactorily endure 
an exchange of blows with shore artillery, 
They are ineffective against defensive 
planes and bombers, 

They neither promote invasion nor pre- 
vent it. The most they can do is engage in 
naval duels which usually bear little rela- 
tion to the fundamental aspects of victory, 

Submarines, fast cruisers and aircraft 
@arriers today carry the full burden of 
naval tradition. 

Singapore was built on the complete 
naval tradition. Its equipment has not 
been changed because those who had auth- 
ority to do so did not realize in time that 
the complete naval tradition is as dead as 
the dodo. 

That is the story of Singapore. Its fate 
will be written in the next few weeks.

Polonais, les Grecs, etc. Mais le Maréchal 
Pétain a détruit l'unite de la nation devant 
lennemi, d’abord en capitulant, ensuite en 
collaborant avec l’'ennemi contre l'alliée de la 
veille, Il croyait peur-étre qu'une grande 
nation démocratique est une marchandise 


dont on peu trafiquer selon les besoins des 
olagarchies régnantes ou les caprices de la 
diplomatie, et que les brusques renversements 
dalliances sont aussi faciles aujourd'hui qu’a 

I'époque de la guerre de Sept ons. Maréchal 
n'a réussi qu’a créer, en France, toutes les 
conditions d'une affreuse guerre civile, pour 
le jour ou l'envahisseur évacuera le terri- 
toire, 

Le Rol des Belges a capitulé en rase 
campagne; jl s'est constitué prisonnier; un 
gouvernement belge vit en exil et la nation 
belge, dont le roi captif partage la douleur, 
est tout entiére unie contre l’ennemi. Le 
Maréchal Pétain a lui aussi capitulé en rase 
campagne, mais il gouverne sous la botte en- 
nemie, il collabore avec la Gestapo, il met & 
mort les Francais qui résistent a l’ennemi, et 
la nation est profondément divisée. Peut-on 
dire, aprés cela que Pétain préserve l'unité 
francaise? 

Certains ont évoqué le spectre de la révolu- 
tion sociale pour justifier Pétain d’avoir capi 
tulé, puis d’avoir essayé de gouverner sous la * 
férule de I'ennemi. Et c'est ainsi qu'on berne 
les innocents. Si le Maréchal avait continué 
Ja lutte avec l'Empire et la flotte, i! n'y 
aurait pas eu de révolution en France métro- 


politaine. Plusieurs pays d'Europe, occupés 
par des gouvernements en exil. Aucun n’‘a 
par des gouvernements en exil. Ancun n'a 


marqué la moindre propension @ la révolu- 
tion sociale. Tous, au contraire, ne songent 
qu’é résister & l’ennemi. Pourquoi en eit-il 
été autrement en France? 

Au fait, il y a eu effectivement, en France, 
une révolution dite nationale. C’est celle du 
Maréchal Pétain, qui s'appuie sur un parti 
unique et sur une Légion qui ressemble 
étrangement aux S.A. et aux SS. d'Hitler et 
aux Chemises Noires de Mussolini. 

En lisant “qu’au jour de la victoire, le 
vieux Maréchal, auteur de l’armistice, jugera 
lui-méme son réle terminé,” des lecteurs ont 
pu conclure que le Maréchal aura un peu 
participé, par le coeur, & notre victoire, en 
préparant les lendemains. Rien n'est pour- 
tant plus contraire aux faits observables tous 
les jours depuis Juin 1940. Toute la politique 
de Vichy, depuis Juin 1940, tend a favoriser 
le triomphe du fascisme en France, et dans le 
monde, et & mettre des entraves a toutes nos 
entreprises pour vaincre un ennemi mortel. 
Les faits sont innombrables, je n’en citerai 
qp’un seul: la résistance que Vichy nous a 
opposée en Syrie, tandis que le méme gou- 
vernement cédait au Japon, sans coup férir, la 
magnifique et riche colonie de l'Indochine 
qui, & présent, sert de base d’opération contre 
nous, 

Persister, aprés tout cela, A penser que de 
Gaulle et Pétain sont seulement les deux 
visages opposés de la méme France et que les 
deux sont également dignes de notre respect, 
c'est se complaire dans une funeste confusion. 

Surtout qu'on ne me réponde pas, de 
gr&ce, que Jes Canadiens-frangaist n'ont pas a 
choisir entre Pétain et de Gaulle, et que. par 
conséquent, notre désaccord n’a d'‘autre in- 
térét que pour Ja discussion. Dans un monde 
qui flambe, les idées, je le répéte, sont des 
armes, et i] importe aux Canadiens-frangais, 
autant qu’a tout le monde, d’avoir d’abord 
des idées claires sur ]'enjeu de la guerre, qui 
est le destin de l'homme pour plusieurs gén- 
érations @ venir, ensuite d'avoir le courage de 
prendre nettement parti. Quant a moi, mon 
parti a été pris dés la premiére heure, et je 
n'ai pas besoin de dire lequel.

Record of the Canadian Legion, 
B.E-S.L., in the struggle for re- 
habilitation of the returned sol- 
dier in the last 22 years, was brief:

H. E. Tanner, newly elected 
president of the Edmonton Legion 
branch, W. R. McLaren, past presi- 
dent and G. C. Scott, executive 
member, spoke to the men, stress- 
ing the advantages of one organiza- 
tion for a united fight in the great 
battle of rehabilitation that will 
soon be under way. 


JOIN ORGANIZATION 
Those present chatted informally 
about problems of returned men 
and the type of organization needed 
Chairman Daniels urged the vet- 


erans of this war to join an organ- 
ization because he feared there 
would be chaotic conditions in the 
country when the war comes to an 
end. There are at present 14 separ- 
ate organizations of war veterans 
in Canada. There would be far 
greater strength if all were in one 
unified body. The Legion is by far 
the strongest of war veterans’

Had the dog barked, the 
boundaries of certain European 
countries might have been differ- 
ent, and today’s war might never 
have come to pass.

Animated Cartoons Off To 


War, New Training Films

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 31—The idea 
of Walt Disney's humor specialists 
making training films for the navy 
and army may seem funny in itself. 
But that's only until a visitor gets 
behind the guarded doors of the 
animating unit where the job al- 
ready is under way. 

The notion also must have seemed 
funny to executives of the ordinary 
studios when, as defence co-ordin- 
ators, they were lining up Holly- 
wood to help the army make 
movies for recruit instruction, Dis- 
Ney was ignored. 

What, it was wondered, could a 
cartoon studio do about practical 
instruction. of airmen, seamen or 
soldiers?—-show Mickey Mouse try- 
ing to assemble a machine gun, or 
Dumbo demonstrating aerial] man- 
oeuvres.? 

Disney himself, though, had a 
pretty good idea of what he could 
do, Last spring, with the help of 
the Lockheed Aircraft Company, 
he made a film called “The Four 
Methods of Flush Riveting” (a type 
of construction which adds mater- 
ially to airplane speeds). The ani- 
mations, without any funny busi- 
ness, revealed details which could 
not possibly be photographed in 
live action—such as the spreading 
action of the tiny rivets ingide the 
meta) sheets.

For 80 Years 


Costa Rica's decision to join ‘the 
United States in declaring war on 
the Axis was not merely in the 
interest of hemispheric solidarity. 
Rather was it an outgrowth of 80 
years’ friendship between the two 
nations.

President Lincoln instructed the 
American Minister Charles N

Prior to that time diplomatic re- 
lations between the two nations 
were strained by the actions of an 
American filibustering force led by 
William Walker. Walker seized 
power in Lower California and 
later in Nicaragua. They attempted

Costa Rican troops in 1856. 

In 1936 the U.S. and Costa Rica 
concluded a reciprocal trade agree- 
ment with benefits for both coun- 
tries.

As Town 50 Years Ago: 
Amalgamation In 1912

Fifty years ago—in January, 1892—Edmonton was in- 
corporated as a town. Nomination meeting for the mayor 
and councillors was held at Fielders’ Hall, on Wednesday, 


Feb. 3, of that year. 


Matthew McCauley was elected the town’s first mayor 


and E. F. Carey, C. F. Strang, J. Cameron, P. Daly, J. Good- 
ridge and D. R. Rraser were elected aldermen. 


Who's Who 


FRANK JOST NEWSON 
barrister, 10847 123 street. was born 
on July 18, 1904 at Charlottetown, 
P.E.I., the son of Frank P. Newson 
and Mary Jost. He came to Edmon- 
ton in 1907 and received his early 
education in the city’s public and 
high schools Jater graduating from 
the University of Alberta. He mar- 
ried Affy Dorothea Fosbery, daugh- 
ter of Ernest Fosbery, R.C-A., and 
Mrs. Fosbery, Ottawa, June 29, 
1931, and has one daughter, Effie 
Joan, and one son, Peter.

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The North West Territories 
ordinance incorporating the town 
had been assented to and the 
pioneer builders of the city of Ed- 
monton were awaiting its arrival 
to celebrate the occasion, 

This ordinance was assented to 
on Jan. 9, 1892, but it was not until 
Feb. 15 that the seal of the town 
was adopted by a mecting of the 
council held in Fielders Hall, the 
regular council meeting venue. 

Seven committees were appvint- 
ed from the town council to carry 
on the business of the growing Ed- 
monton 

These were. finance; bylaws; 
license; fire, water and light com- 
mittee; board of works committee; 
market and town hal] committee, 
and a health and relief committee. 
Ald. Strang was appointed chair- 
man of the bylaws and finance 
committees; Ald. Cameron of the 
health and relief committee; Ald. 
Daly chairman of the board of 
works; Ald. J. Goodridge, chairman 
of the fire, water and light com- 
mittee, and D. R. Fraser, chairman 
of the license committee. 


GET DOWN TO WORK 

It did not take the council long 
to get down to work and the report 
of its first meeting disclosed that 


Messrs. Beck and McNamara were 
appointed town solicitors; G. R. F. 
Kirkpatrick as town treasurer; A. 
G. Randall as town clerk, St. George 
Jellett as assessor and tax collector, 
George Sanderson as fire chief. P. 
D. Campbell as town health and 
license inspector, and Dr. E. A 
Braithwaite as medical officer. 

Of course it may have been an 
omission, but it is more probable 
that citizens in 1892 were more law 
abiding than in recent years, but 
the fact remains that in appoint- 
ments made by Edmonton's town 
councillors they appear to have for- 
gotten to name a chief of police. 


First note of progress recorded 
in the town's record for 1892 was 
the establishment of a pound on 
June 15 under bylaw 12,' while 
on July 23, bylaw 22 was passed 
creating the first board of health 
in Edmonton. 

Two of the original officers of 
the town are still living in Edmon- 
ton. They are G. R. F. Kirkpatrick, 
now a member of the city’s sinking 
fund board, and for a number of 
years the manager of the Imperial 
Bank of Canada. The other is Dr. 
Braithwaite, now chief vrovincial 
coroner. 


RAPID EXPANSION 


Edmonton's expansion in the 20 
years following the incorporation 
of the town was extremely rapid 
and on Feb. 1, 1912, 30 years ago 
on Sunday, Edmonton was created 
through the amalgamation of 
Strathcona and Edmonton, giving 
the city a population of 53,611. This 
progress has been maintained 
throughout the years as is indicated 
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DR. E. A. BRAITHWAITE 
Two of Edmonton’s ori- 
ginal public servants are 
still hale and hearty. Mr. 
Kirkpatrick was the town's 
original treasurer and was 
the pioneer bank manager 
here. Dr. Braithwaite was 
the original medical officer 
of health and still is in har- 
ness as chief provincial cor- 
oner. It’s 50 years since

The Canadian Authors’ Associa- 
tion has made some efforts to catch 
the fugitive verse of our country, 
and now I have before me a set of 
12 booklets which bear the title of 
“Alberta Poetry Books.” These lit- 
tle books are to me an album of old 
friends, and I like to read them 
over and over again. 

If a stranger came to Alberta and} 
wanted to know about the provinces 
he would probably be sent out in 
a government car to visit the farm 
schools, the university, the asyium 
at Ponoka, the Calgary Stampede 
or the Ice Carnival, according tv 
season, and no doubt he would 
learn something about the province. | 
But an easier way would be to take} 
the 12 little books and let them teil 
their own story. The first thing I 
want to know about any place 1s 
its outward appearance, so when i 
have visited strange cities I have 
enjoyed a drive around the stree.s 
and out into the country much 
more than a reception or a tea. 
Tea and sandwiches, and women 1n 
suede pumps and their “other 
clothes,” are much alike in all 
places, but the roads and gardens, 
bridges, and fields, and crops and 
horizons differ, and so does the ar- 
chitecture of houses and schoois, 
churches and city halls. These 12 
little books tell considerable about 
the appearance and the feel of that 
sun-kissed province of Alberta. 
EDMONTON WOMAN'S POEM 

The first poem I will quote is 
from the pen of one of Edmonton's 
well-known women, who left Ed- 
monton about five years ago to live 
in Victoria, and soon after that, far 
too soon, laid down her pen. 

Jenny Stork Hill loved Alberta in 
all its moods, and in her litte 
eight-verse poem, “June in Alber- 
ta,” she brings back the poignay: 
beauty of the loveliest month of the 
year. I like particularly the veree 
where she speaks about the moun- 
tains. I think Mrs, Hill may have 
been at Olds when she wrote this 
the mountains cannot be seen ut 
Edmonton: 


“Into the arching blue ‘ 
Rise western peaks, each spire 
Ice-tipped to wring the heart 
With unattained desire.” ‘ 


That's the feeling, blue and sil- 
ver, immensity and mystery. The 
beauty of the mountains actually 
hurts as it draws a bow across our 
heartstrings.

Slumping 
wastes energy that might not be 
missed in the course of a normal, 
eight-hour day. But as you take on 
more and more work the steady |

of rules for sitting and standing 
while doing it. The technique has 
to be as automatic as shorthand or 
typing. But Mme. Helena Rubin- 
stein, who has been coaching lead. | 
ers in civilian defense on posture | 
efficiency, has found one simple 
rule to be immediately effective. 

Here it is: Control the small of 
your back. When you sit in a 
chair or car, press the small of 
your back against the back of the 
seat. In standing, pull your hips 
down and under to get the same 
effect of pushing the small of 
the back out, 

With the small of your back 
correctly controlled, your stom- 
ach is naturally pulled up and in 
where it belongs. You should 
never try to hold your stomach 
in. In the first place, you can’t, 
and in the second, it is mechan- 
ically wrong and the attempt 
makes your hips stick out. 

When you have the small of your 
back out instead of in and the hips 
under you, you will find yourself 
lifting your chest, straightening 

your shoulders easily, and carrying 
your chin level without further ado 
about rules. But to make sure that 
you are in good alignment without 
tension, occasionally turn your 
head from side to side. If you can 
swivel your head freely, Mme. 
Rubinstein says you can be certain 
that your shoulders are relaxed and 
that your posture line-up is correct. 

Get those ideas straight and you 
can begin this minute to cut down 
on the waste energy caused by an 
inefficient posture. 

Busy as you are, you may be dead 
set against an exercise routine. If 
50, it is up to you to move in the 
best posture possible. Every time 
you sit, which may easily be several 
hundred times a day, think to hold 
your trunk erect, have one foot 
slightly advanced, and make your 
hip muscles do the work of lower- 
ing you into the sitting sition. 
And when you get up, put your 
hip muscles to work again. ’ 

For good measure, Mme. Rubin- 
stein says to make a practice of 
walking now and then with your 
toes turned in. That strengthens 
your arches and has a generally 
good effect on your posture. She 
declares it's a trick the movie stars 
use for making their hiplines ap-| 
pear slimmer, so you needn't worry | 
about attracting unfavorable atten- 
tion. 

But you should realize that a 
few dally calisthenics are a neces- 
sity. If you want to apply these 
te posture correction, choose the 
stretching and limberlng kind.

Important Than Calories

A good mea! pattern and the will 
to follow if can work wonders for 
any normal business woman under 
war strain. The pattern is simple 
and its object is to supply an abun- 
dance of protective foods. Getting 
enough food is not a problem in our} 
land of plenty. Maintaining normal 
weight indicates that the right 
amount is being eaten. Actually, 
women who lead sedentary lives 
do not require large amounts of 
food. But that very fact makes it 
imperative to select wisely what is 
eaten. 

Here is a plan of foods that are) 
moderate in cost: Unrefined, whole 
Brain cereals and flours, molasses 
and brown sugar to provide, along! 
with energy-giving carbohydrates | 
and some proteins, large amounts 
of minerals and vitamins. Whole 
Srain cereals and flours have gen- 
erous amounts of important vita- 
min B and iron, Molasses is the 
second richest food source of iron 
in fact, it is so rich that only 
three teaspoons will provide about 
one-third the day's iron needs. Milk 
is another great protector—a pint a 
day gives an adult most of the cal- 
cium and phosphorous needed, and 
vitamins, too, Vegetables and fruits, 
especially green vegetables, carrots, 


tomatoes and citrus fruits, are val- 
uable protective foods. Varying the 
vegetables is good practice because 


‘each has’a special asset which an- 


other may lack. Fats are needed 
for their “staying” quality, but in 
moderation. Butter and cream are 
rich in vitamin A. Eggs, meat and 
fish, along with milk and cereal, 
will supply the protein needed to 
keep nerves and body in good re- 
pair. Eggs are a good and inex- 
pensive protein food because s0 
many minerals and vitamins are 
tucked under their shells. Where 
cost must be considered, increas- 
ing more milk is a sensible sub- 
stitute for some meat. If weight 
is a problem, skim the milk or use 
buttermilk, 

Think of the needs of the entire 
day and then let each meal make 
its contribution to the desired 
whole By distributing the foods 
mentioned, a nice balance of them 
is achieved at each meal.

That's all well gnd good. But, 
meanwhile, what is happening to 
the mother and the baby? She can- 
not move outside the door without 
being followed by the hurt wails 
of her bereft child. She cannot 
leaye him in care of another adult 
because he clings to her. While such 
dependence upon her may flatter 
her, in time it makés a martyr of 
her and is so hampering to the 
child’s own development that it can- 
not but be frowned upon by the 
fore-sighted. 

The mother must look forward, 
even jin the child's infancy, to the 
time when she will not wish to be 
a part of every activity of the 
child's day. At the moment it may 
be more convenient. She has no 
help, she is alone all day so the 
child is company to her and she 
makes the most of it. But no such 
condition can remain constant, The 
parent is a person, too, and needs 
companionship more stimulating 
than a child's. The child needs com- 
panionship more stimulating and 
less unselfish than the parent's 

A child has to get used to being 
with other persons and depending 
upon them, He has to learn to be 
contented in solitary play some 
of the time. 

It is only when each cry brings 
the mother to sooth and prait upon 
him and when each activity of his 
ls encouraged by her smiles and 
help that he cannot grow up with- 
out her, She becomes the necessary 
prop upon which he must Jean and 
the necessary hub upon which hig 
wheel of happiness must revolve. 

Mothers of “only” children, 
mothers on farms and in isolated 
communities, must take steps to 
give their children those whole- 
some experiences which wil! pre- 
vent the growth of such depend- 
ence.

Cystitis or bladder inflammation 
may occur in both an acute and 
chronic form, and the symptoms 
depend to some extent upon which 
form is present. 

In acute cystitis, pain may be 
felt when the bladder is full, and 
also immediately after it is emptied, 
As the walls of the bladder collapse 
with no fluid to hold them apart, 
One part of the membrane lining 
the organ will rub against another 
part, producing a shooting pain in 
the bladder itself. 

When pains occur only at such 
times it is not hard to understand 
that an inflammation exists in the 
bladder which is responsible. 

The acute case often begins with 
a desire to empty the bladder at 
frequent intervals, the act of void- 
ing being accompanied by a scald- 
ing sensalion. There may be a lack 
of a sensation of relief afterward, 
due to a feeling that it is impos- 
sible to empty the bladder com> 
pletely. Emptying of the organ may 
be attended by a feeling of strain 

In some cases there is a rise in 
temperature. The urinalysis may 
show the presence of pus cells in 
the fluid specimen.

Chronic cystitis, or persistent ine 
flammation of the bladder, may 
exist without producing any very 
noticeable symptoms in the bladder 
itself, being evidenced by reflex 
pains and aches in other parts of 
the body. For example, the pain 
may reflex to the back, appearing 
in the form of backache. 

I can not too strongly emphasize 
the fact that a large proportion of 
the pains experienced in different 
parts of the body are caused by 
a mild chronic form of bladder in- 
{lammation of which the patient 
is often not aware. If you notice 
that your pains are more pronounc- 
ed when the kidney elimination 
is heavy and full of cloudy waste 
material, there is an excéllent 
chance that these pains are caused 
as a reflex from the delicate nerves 
of the bladder or urethra, and you 
cannot expect to be entirely free 
from pains due to such a cause une 
less you order your way of living 
so that the membrane lining the 
bladder and the passage opening 
outwardly from it, will remain 
healed from al! inflammation,

Some Guides have arranged to 
keep Red Cross workrooms swept 
clean, while others serve tea and 
biscuits daily to the volunteer 
workers in the workrooms. 

Delivery of parcels, making band- 
ages, ushering at Red Cross con- 
certs, care of refugee children and 
the distribution of leaflets for the 
different war services drives, are 
but a few of the war-time services 
undertaken by the Canadian Girl 
Guides during the past year. 

As an additional war service ef- 
fort, the Guides are concentrating 
On fitting themselves for emer- 
gencies. They are putting special 
emphasis on those parts of their 
ordinary program which might en- 
able them to be of real service to 
their country if need arises. 

WAR GIFTS 

As a joint gift, the 1,500,000 Girl 
Guides in the British Empire last 
year made a personal sacrifice of 
pocket money and salaries amount- 
ing to more than $250,000. This 
amount was sufficient to purchase 
for His Majesty's forces two air 
ambulances, a motor lifeboat, five 
mobile canteens for the YMCA, 
two “Trefoil huts", twenty motor 
ambulances for the Royal Navy, a 
number of church huts and 56 quiet 
rooms where the soldiers can rest, 
write letters and hold small church 
Services.

| Miss W. Kyd 
ls Speaker At 
Dinner Affair 


FR RRENTATIVES from a large 
number of women’s organiza- 
tions throughout the city gathered 
in the Corona hotel on Friday eve- 
ning, to attend a dinner held by the 
Edmonton Soroptomist Club, and to 
hear an address by Miss Winnifred 
Kydd, O.B.E, M.A., of Montreal, 
Speaking on “Our Responsibility 
to Canadian Youth”, Miss Kydd 
drew a clear picture for her listen- 
ers on the distinction between to- 
talitarian and democratic youth 
training 
Miss Kydd divided her address 
into four parts, discussing educa- 
tion, democracy at work, power of 
examples and the need for leader- 
ship and how it should be met. 
She described education as “a 
means to an end to cultivate balanc- 
ed personality.” She pointed out 
that a democracy needs citizens 
with a balanced personality. Ed- 
ucation begins in the home and is 
carried on in the schools, churches 
and various auxiliary organizations. 


DEMOCRACY AT WORK 


Speaking on democracy at work, 
Miss Kydd said that the Grecks, 
today and in the past, have led the 
way in the philosophy of democ- 
racy. Her description of a true 
democrat is “a free man in associa- 
tion with free men under a common 
law”. 

Discipline, Miss Kydd said, is one 
of the main ways of keeping a 
democracy alive. The Germans 
cannot understand that the demo- 
cratic form of discipline is self im- 
posed and that it is a spiritua] and 
intellectual thing. ’ 

As powers for example, and for 
our Canadian youth to look up to, 
she pointed to their Royal Majesties, 
King George and Queen Mary, 
Prime Minister Churchill and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The cry for leadership that is be- 
ing heard from our youth is not an 
easy one to fill, Leaders must be 
made, and if we must criticize our 
leaders, she urged that it be in a 
constructive and not destructive 
manner.
